Duffy called the meeting to order at 8:30 a.m. with Duffy, Zinnel & Kretzinger present. Zinnel
moved Kretzinger seconded the motion to approve November 2nd, 2022 minutes. All ayes. Motion
carried.

Kretzinger moved Zinnel seconded motion to approve agenda as posted. All ayes. Motion
carried.

Kretzinger moved Zinnel seconded motion to accept resignation from Gregg Elsberry, County
Sheriff effective December 31, 2022, with much appreciation for his many years of service to Boone
County. All ayes. Motion carried.

Kretzinger moved Zinnel seconded motion to appoint Emily Clausen to North Raccoon River
Watershed Management Coalition as Boone County Representative. All ayes. Motion carried.

Kretzinger moved Zinnel seconded motion to approve signing Letter of Support for Landus
Cooperative USDA Grant Application. All ayes. Motion carried.

Kretzinger moved Zinnel seconded motion to approve adopting Resolution 2022-33:
Resolution Expressing Intent to Enter into a Development Agreement and to Provide Tax Increment
Financing Support to Landus Cooperative. All ayes. Motion carried.

RESOLUTION NO. 2022-33
Resolution expressing intent to enter into a development agreement and to provide
tax increment financing support to Landus Cooperative

WHEREAS, the Board of Supervisors of Boone County, Iowa (the “County”) plan to establish a
certain Urban Renewal Area (the “Urban Renewal Area”) and adopt a related urban renewal plan (the
“Plan”) for the governance of initiatives and projects therein; and

WHEREAS, Landus Cooperative (the “"Cooperative”) has proposed to undertake the
construction of chemical/seed storage and distribution facilities (the “Project”) for use in its business
operations on certain real property (the “Property”) situated within the Urban Renewal Area; and

WHEREAS, the Cooperative has requested that the County provide financial support to help to
defray the costs of the Project; and

WHEREAS, the Board intends to provide such financial support by entering into a
development agreement (the “"Development Agreement”) with the Cooperative and thereby making
provision for the funding of incremental property tax payments (the “Payments”) to the Cooperative;
and

WHEREAS, prior to entering into the Development Agreement, the Board must undertake the
statutory process for (1) approving the Project as an urban renewal project under the Plan for the
Urban Renewal Area; and (2) authorizing the Development Agreement and the funding of the
Payments; but the County desires to convey its intent to pursue these actions to the Cooperative in
order to facilitate progress on the development of the Property through the adoption of this
Resolution;

NOW, THEREFORE, Be It Resolved by the Board of Supervisors of Boone County, Iowa, as
follows:

Section 1. The County hereby expresses its intent to support the Project in the future. The
County will in good faith negotiate the Development Agreement with respect to the undertaking of the
Project, such proposed Agreement to minimally include the following terms:

A) In undertaking the Project, the Cooperative intends to make and demonstrate a capital
investment in the approximate amount of $14,000,000; and

B) In connection with its operations at the completed Project, the Company will add
additional workforce of at least 3 full time equivalent jobs.

(@) The County will agree to fund five (5) annual Payments to the Cooperative provided,

however, that such Payments will be payable solely and only from incremental
property tax revenues to be derived from the incremental valuation added to the
Property by the undertaking of the Project. Each Payment shall be in an amount equal
to 83.3% of the incremental property tax revenues to be derived from the Property in
the fiscal year of the County in which the Payment is to be made. The aggregate
maximum amount of Payments to be made will be $475,000.

Section 2. The Board hereby agrees to use its best efforts to complete the statutory
requirements of Chapter 403 of the Code of Iowa in order to amend the Plan and to authorize the
Development Agreement. The County’s commitments expressed in this Resolution are merely a
present statement of intent, and the Board of Supervisors must still exercise its ordinary political
discretion in the completion of the statutory processes referenced herein. The County will not be held
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liable in the event that the Board of Supervisors, through the exercising of its ordinary political
discretion, determines to not approve any of the actions outlined herein.

Section 3. Nothing in this Resolution shall prevent the parties from negotiating additional
terms, not set forth herein, for inclusion in the Development Agreement.
Section 4. All resolutions and orders or parts thereof in conflict with the provisions of this

resolution, to the extent of such conflict, are hereby repealed.

Passed and approved this November 9, 2022.

Kretzinger moved Zinnel seconded motion to approve of Class C Liquor License, Class B Native
Wine Permit, Outdoor Service & Sunday Service for The Whimsical Wine Trailer. All ayes. Motion
carried.

Discussion where to deposit PILT Funds. Kretzinger moved Zinnel seconded motion to add
PILT funds to ARPA fund. All ayes. Motion carried.

Kretzinger moved Zinnel seconded motion to approve secondary road claims #26990 to
#27026 and other county claims #168076 to #168147 totaling $222,036.66 and issuance of warrants
#73067 to #73167 in payment of the same with the exception of a claim for NeoGov to be held out
until clarified on expense. All ayes. Motion carried.

Zinnel moved Kretzinger seconded motion to enter into closed session at 8:38 a.m. All ayes.
Motion carried.

Closed Session Pursuant to Iowa Code 21.5(i)- “To evaluate the professional competency of an
individual whose appointment, hiring, performance, or discharge is being considered when necessary to prevent
needless and irreparable injury to that individual’s reputation and that individual requests a closed session.”

Zinnel moved Kretzinger seconded motion to resume open session at 8:50 a.m. All ayes.
Motion carried.

Stacy Tharp, Human Resources Director gave a Departmental Update.

John Roosa, Landfill Administrator gave a departmental update. Also had guests Bill Skare,
City of Boone, JD Roberts & Aaron Voss, US Water to Discuss with City of Boone and US Water for
possible agreement with Boone County Landfill for future services. Board agreed to informal approval
to move forward with testing as long as Roosa was OK with it- Roosa agreed.

Lauren Novak, County Treasurer was present to Discuss staffing/upcoming resignation in her
office.

Kretzinger moved Zinnel seconded motion to approve signing Memorandum of Agreement
Between The Iowa Department of Transportation and Boone County, Iowa. All ayes. Motion carried.

Diane Hinderaker, Boone County Probation gave an Annual Update.

Board left courthouse at 10:30 a.m. to view area for easement request from Michael Martin.
Board agreed not to pursue an easement

Kretzinger moved Zinnel seconded motion to adjourn the meeting. All ayes. Motion carried.
Duffy adjourned the meeting at 11:24 a.m.
